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I. Introduction

fourth in the series incorporating the achievements made in the implemen- 
tation of the various programmes proposed by the National Council for 
promoting the education of girls and women and pertains to the period 
March 1963 to February 1964. j 


2. The period covered by this Report could be considered as a ‘very 
important one. During this period, the Central Advisory Board of Educa- 
tion met and considered various matters among which women's education 
figured. In November 1963, the Education Ministers Conference was 
held wherein, for the first time, girls education figured prominently. 
Later in the year, the All-India Women's Conference considered the impor- 
nt topic of bridging the gap in íhe education of girls and boys at the 
primary and secondary stages and made a number of recommendations. 


3. Earlier in August 1963, the Chairman of the National Council 
for Women's Education participated in the conference on educational plan- 
‘ning in developing countries convened by the International Council of 
Social Democratic Women at Stockholm where "equal educational oppor- 
tunities—bridging the gap between the two sexes"—was considered. Я 

4. During the period under review, the National Council for Women's 
Education, on the recommendations made at the fifth meeting, set up two 
committees—(i) under the chairmanship of Shri M. Bhaktavatsalam, Chief 
Minister, Madras to look into the causes for lack of public support for 
girls’ education particularly in rural areas and for enlisting public coopera- 
tion, and (ii) a Fourth Plan Working Group on Women's Education. 


5. The Council continued to be a very important catalytic agent in 
focussing the attention of the public and the Government on the important 
problems of girls’ and women's education and in advising the Government 
and the State Councils in the formulation of plans and priorities and on 
ways and means of promoting girls’ education. ; 


П. Progress of Enrolment 


6. As a result of the various steps taken by the Government and the 
liaison done by the chairman and the members of the National. Council 
for Women's Education, it is expected that at the end of the Third Plan 
fhe percentage of girls at school in the age-groups at primary, middle and 


secondary stages would be 63:3, 18:2 and 7:8 respectively. At its fifth , 


meeting held in April 1963, the National Council recommended to the 
State Governments that separate enrolment targets for girls at all stages 
should be fixed. This recommendation was conveyed to the various State 
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Governments. The performance in enrolment during the first two years of 


the Plan and the estimated enrolment for 1963-64 are stated in the follow- 
ing tables :

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‚7. Detailed statistics regarding additional targets and achievements 
of enrolment for the age-group 6—11, 11—14 and 14—17 and the estimated 
enrolment in these age-groups for the period 1960-61 and 1965-66 are 
given'in the Appendices attached to this report. 


8. Impressive though these figures are, the Council is conscious of the 


` leeway to be made up. The progress, for one thing, has been notice- 


able in urban areas and the progressive parts of the country. The Council 
is desirous that this progress should be made in rural areas where in the 
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case of pre-primary and primary schools, the number of girls attending 
schools is as low as half of those in urban areas. In middle schools, the 
girls from urban areas are more than 3 times than those in rural areas. 
In the case of secondary schools, the girls from urban areas are 15 times 
more than those in rural areas. * : 


9. As recorded in the*last report, the pace of progress is considerably 
fast for the enrolment of boys than for girls. By the end of the Third Plan, 
all the boys in the age-group will have been enrolled and the problem soon 
after and throughout the Fourth and the Fifth Five Year Plans would be 
to enrol the maximum number of girls. . ? 


10. The provision of facilities for girls’ education is beset with а 
number of peculiar problems which have to be faced. While these are not 
special to India, concerted effort will have to be made to see that progress 
is made. There has been a certain amount of conservatism and dislike 
towards education of girls, preference being usually given to the boys. 
This narrow outlook, however, is fast disappearing and even in remote 
villages it would not be surprising to meet parents who are less orthodox 
and would willingly send their daughters to school provided reasonable 
facilities are available. 


11. The economic difficulties are formidable. There is also the pro- 
blem of providing adequate clothing to girls who wish to attend schools— 
a problem which is of lesser importance and consideration in the case of 
boys. 


12. The most difficult problem, however, has been the serious lack of 
teachers. It was estimated by the National Council that even to take care - 
of the additional enrolment in the Third Plan the requirements in respects 
of the teachers would be to the order of 2:6 lakhs. The progress in this 
field has been slow. According to the statistics available, there were. only 
0:33 million women teachers out of a total of 1:51 million teachers. The 
additional number of women teachers needed per year on the basis of 
additional number of girls which have to be enrolled would be approxi- 
mately 43,000 for the primary schools alone. Various measures need, 
therefore, to be taken with a view to achieving this end like increasing 
facilities for training, opening of training schools and colleges, pre-selec- , 
üon of girls at the secondary stage, provision of scholarships, quarters 
and starting of condensed courses. / > 


13. One of the obstacles in the way of progress has been unsuitable 
curricula. In most cases, the curricula in schools for the girls have been 
identical with those of boy schools. Parents of girls are not very happy 
with this arrangement as they feel that the subjects taught may not be of 
much use to them in later life and consequently the girls themselves do 
not take sufficient interest in their study. The Curriculum Com- 
mittee appointed by the National Council submitted its report which 
was unanimously approved at the Sth meeting held in April 1963. The 
report has since been finalized and copies sent to the State Governments 
for-consideration and initiating suitable action. The National Council feels 
that the utmost publicity should be given to the recommendations made by 
this important Committee so that necessary action with suitable modifica- 
tions could be taken up by the State Governments and educational

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Ш. Recommendations of the Fifth Meeting of the National Council for 
Women's Education 


14. The National Council made two important Tecommendations at 
its fifth meeting ‘held in April 1963. 3 


15. The Council endorsed the suggestion made by the Union Educa- 
lion Minister in his inaug 
Committee to look into the causes for lack of public Support particularly 
in rural areas for women's education and for enlisting public Cooperation, 
It authorised- the chairman to nominate a small committee for the purpose, * 
Accordingly, a committee was set up with Shri M. Bhaktavatsalam, Chief 
Minister, Madras, as Chairman. The committee has made Sufficient head- 


ration by the Working Group on General Education. The Report recom- 
mended a provision Of Rs. 130 crores for special programmes for girls’ 
education ‘during the Fourth Plan, the Sector-wise break-up being elemen- 
tary education, Rs. 79 crores; secondary education, Rs. 26 crores and 
university education Rs. 25 crores. It also took note of the fact that

17. The fifth Meeting of the National Council (April 1963) passed 
à number of resolutions. The most important of these Are referred to in 
the succeeding paragraphs, 


Emergency and Women's, Education 


18. The national emergency made it clear that a d i i

the al implications of their Tesponsibilities and rights, It Was, therefore 
imperati | | 


National Council, therefore, resolved that there should be no cut in 
women’s education programmes on account of the national emergency 
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because such a cut is likely (о ђе detrimental to the defence effort. On 
the contrary, as far as possible, a larger allocation for women's education 
programme may be provided. 


19, The Ministry of Education brought this recommendation to the 
notice of the State Governments and it was found that because of the emer- 
gency, the State Governments had imposed a cut to the extent of nearly 
Rs. 153 lakhs in schemes specially relating to girls’ education, The Coun- 
cil was glad to note, that the Ministry of Education had written to the State 
Governments to make special efforts to restore these cuts. 


20. The National Council recommended that the programme of girls’ 
education. should be put on an emergency basis and larger provisions, if 
necessary by adjustment from other sectors, should. be made for such 
programmes as opening of new schools particularly in rural areas, attend- 
ance scholarships, construction of hostels, stipends etc. 


21. The Council further recommended that in order to meet the situa- 
tion in the so-called backward States, the enrolment of smaller number of 
girls in rural areas should not be treated as a sufficient cause for not open- 
ing new schools or extending other facilities on the ground of being un- 
economical. The Council also recommended that the criteria of numbers 
should not be applied to backward areas and provision of facilities in 
itself was an incentive to bring more girls in subsequent years to schools. 


Annual Revision of Targets 


22. The Council viewed with concern that no State has been able to 
specifically show separate financial targets for girls' education under the 
general programme ánd felt that such allocations should be done immedia- 
tely. It further recommended that the targets, of enrolment for girls Should 
be revised every year in relation to the performance in respect of enrolment 
of both boys and girls to ensure that the gap was being bridged. 


Allocation to the Special Programme for the Education of Girls and Women 
in the Third Five Year Plan 


23. The Council recommended that the Planning Commission should 
revise the decision and place the scheme of special programmes for girls” 
education in the central sector as centrally sponsored not subject to the 
ceilings of the State plans. The National Council has been exercised about 
the implementation of the special programmes for girls during the Third 
Plan period. The State Governments have given the necessary assurances 
that funds provided for these programmes would not be diverted to other 
programmes. For many States, it has not been possible to allot any funds 
for these programmes for want of resources. The Fourth Plan Working 
Group of the National Council for Women's Education considered the 
possibility of treating the special programmes for girls’ education as a 
centrally sponsored scheme with cent per cent. assistance during the Fourth 
Plan. The Working Group felt that the most important condition of саг-, 
marking funds for womens education should be imposed and the Union 
Government must see that the States carry out this condition which should 
not be relaxed in any case. 1 
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Special Schemes for increasing the supply of Women Teachers 


24. The Council noted with regret that during 1961-62 the achieve- 
ment in respect of appointment of women teachers fell far short of the 
targets laid down. It, therefore, recommended that the programme of in- 
creasing the supply of women teachers should be placed on a special foot- 
ing and that measures like increasing facilities of training, opening of new 
training schools and colleges, pre-selection scholarships for women teachers, 
village allowance etc. should be included in a special scheme and a provi- 
sion of Rs. 10 crores should be set aside for implementing the programme 
in the Third Plan. It also recommended that the provision for this scheme. 
should not be kept in the State sector subject to the ceilings of the State 
Plans but should be kept in the Central sector. 


25. The Ministry of Education has now decided to provide accelerated 
Central assistance to States for the programme of expansion and improve- 
ment of primary education for the employment of additional teachers, 
preference being given to women teachers. This is at least something al- 

* though much тоге substantial provision would be necessary. 


Assistance to Voluntary Educational Organizations 


26. While noting the progress made in giving assistance to voluntary 
organizations working in the field of women's education, the Council 
urged the Ministry of Education to reconsider whether the use of cement and 
steel may not be permitted to the institutions in their building programmes 
provided they are used for essential needs and the institutions certify that 
they will be bought at controlled rates. The Council also recommended 
that both the National Council and the State Councils should be brought 
more and more into the picture in the implementation of this scheme. 


Construction of Hostels 


27. The Council recommended that very high priority may be accorded 
for the construction of hostels in general and special attempts should be 
made to complete the remaining hostels sanctioned in the Second Plan. 


Earmarking of loan Scholarships 


28. The Council recommended that at least 25 per cent. of the scholar- 
Ships administered by the Ministry of Education should be set aside for 
girls from rural and backward areas and the remaining scholarships be 
given on merit to both boys and girls. It notes with regret that it has not 
been possible for the Ministry of Education to accept this recommendation. 


Women's Polytechnics * 


29. The Council noted the progress made in the establishment of 
women's polytechnics and felt that vocational training and technical train- 
ing of women was of special significance in the context of national emer- 
*gency. It felt that such technical training is essential not only at the 
polytechnic level but also at a lower level as women workers having vari- 
ous degrees of competence and technical skills, are needed 'at primary.

secondary and tertiary levels. It, therefore, recommended that the, target- 
ed polytechnics should be started as early as possible and felt that for 
increasing facilities for polytechnics at а faster rate, it will be necessary 
grammes. It further recommended that а scheme of starting separate junior 
technical schools for women to cater for the various technical programmes 
recommended by the Curriculum. Committee should be included in the 
Plan by adjustment of allocations. 


V. Mid-Plan Appraisal 


30. The year under report was also a very crucial one jn the sense 
that the Ministry of Education made a Mid-Plan Appraisal of the schemes 
of general education for the, period 1961—64 along with the estimates 
for the remaining period of the Third Five Year Plan. This appraisal took 
поје of the achievements so far made and what is likely to be achieved 


on an analysis of the data furnished by the State Governments but also on 
ihe deliberations of the Education Secretaries” Conference held in Delhi 
earlier for Mid-Plan Appraisal. 


31. The Plan declared that education of the girls was “by far the most 
important objective in the field of education during the Third Plan” and 
envisaged that in the elementary sector girls would. form 56 per cent 
of the additional enrolment to be secured during the Plan period. In the 
revised targets of enrolment of the age-group 6—11 for the Third Plan 
period, the aim is to enrol 93:86 lakh girls (additional) in the total target 
of 163: 84 ‘lakhs children. It is estimated that during the period 1961—64, 
46°40 lakhs girls in the age-group 6—11 could be enrolled and the esti- 
mated figure for the period 1964—66 would be 38-31 lakhs making a 
total of 84:71 lakhs. 5 


* 32. The Mid-Plan Appraisal points out that this progress does not 
conform to the original intentions in the Plan. The ratio of boys to girls 
achieved is 58:82 whereas the Plan envisaged 44:56. By the end of the 
third year of the Plan the ratio is.likely to improve to 54.56. The esti- 
mated achievement by the end of the Third Plan shows a shortfall of 
10 per cent over the revised targets. The Mid-Plan Appraisal points out 

.that in the States of Bihar, Madras, Mysore, Punjab and Uttar Pradesh 
the achievement estimated by the end of the Plan will fall short of the 
revised targets by more than 10 per cent. 


33. The main problem really relates to “backward” States. It has 
been found that the achievement during the first three years. has been 
below the all-India average in Assam, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, Rajasthan 
and Uttar Pradesh. Special efforts аге, therefore, required in these States 
to promote girls’ education. 


34. In the age-group 11—14, the revised target for 1961—66 is to 
enrol 14:79 lakhs girls. The estimated achievement, however, would be of 
the order of 13:77 lakhs, : 
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35. It is of crucial importance to note that the Mid-Plan Appraisal 
points out that the progress of special schemes for girls' education in the 
elementary sector has been far from satisfactory. The following table 
indicates the Plan provision and actual expenditure г—

36. It-will be seen that two States have made no provision in their 
Plans for special schemes. In four States, the budget provision in the cur- 
rent year is substantially lower than the annual average of the previous 
lwo years. The States of Assam, Bihar and Madhya Pradesh where provi- 


would call for, are also the States which show the lowest achievement of 
girls’ enrolment. . 


37. In the field of secondary education, -the revised target envisages 
enrolment of 5:24 lakhs additional girls in the total target of 22:22 lakhs 
children. It is, however, estimated that the additional enrolment of girls 


VI. Condensed Courses 


38. The scheme is at present being implemented by the Central Social 
Welfare Board. During the first 3 years of the Third Plan (up to 318 


January, 1964) the Central Social Welfare Board have sanctioned 422

courses апа have been giving instruction to 5859 adult women during the 
years 1960, 1961, 1962 and 1963. Ош of these 3748 have already been 
declared successful. The information regarding the number of courses 
sanctioned year-wise up to 31st December, 1963 by the Central Social Wel- 
fare Board and the year-wise percentage of passes is given in the 
Appendices G & H. 


УП. Assistance to Voluntary Organisations working in the Field of 
Women's Education s 
39. The Union Education Ministry continued. to operate during the 
year the scheme of giving assistance to voluntary organizations working 
in the field of women’s education for the purposes of :— 


(a) projects of an experimental or educationally significant nature: 


(b) laboratories and libraries in girls, middle and secondary schools 
and in training institutions for women teachers: 


(с) hostels attached to middle, secondary or training institutions for 
women primary teachers. 


40. During the year 1963-64 (up to. 3151 January, 1964), a total sum of 
Rs. 1,28,000 has been released as grants to 17 institutions working in the 
field of women's education. = 

41. The National Council feels that the provision of Rs. 2 Jakhs dur- 
ing 1963-64 and a sum of Rs. 3 lakhs during 1964-65 is very inadequate 
compared to the number of institutions who are in need of assistance. It. 
therefore, strongly recommends that at least a sum of Rs. 4 lakhs should 
be provided for this scheme in 1964-65 and Rs..5 lakhs in 1965-66. 


УШ. Part Time Training € Employment of Women 


42. The expert group under the chairmanship of Shri К. Prasad, Joint 
Secretary, Ministry ol Home Affairs and Director of Manpower Directorate 
continued the studies in this connection. In the meeting held on 2151 
March, 1963 to which. representatives of schools of social work were invited. 
the questionnaire was discussed and finalised. Before starting the actual 
survey, it was decided that the questionnaire should be pre-tested to find 
out difficulties, if any, which are met in administering the questionnaire 
and whether it needed any modification. , The Delhi School of Social Work. , 
the Tata Institute of Social Sciences, Bombay, the Madras School of 
Social Work and the Institute of Social Science, Varanasi have pre-tested 
the questionnaire and made certain suggestions for modification in the 
questionnaire on the basis of which the questionnaire was finalized. It 
was decided that; in the first instance, a pilot study of attitudes of women 
towards employment be conducted by two institutions. Accordingly, the 
Delhi School of Social Work and the Tata Institute of Social Sciences. 
Bombay have been entrusted with this work. The pilot study is expected 
to be completed shortly. 


43. The National Council at its meeting held in April, 1963 desired 
that this Committee should also make a further study of the wastage of 
the professionally trained amongst the educated women. This resolution 
has also been conveyed to the Committee.

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IX. Curriculum Committee 


44. The National Council àt its fifth meeting held in April, 1963 con- 
sidered the report of the Curriculum Committee under the Chairmanship 
of Smt. Hansa Mehta and recorded its appreciation of the work done by 
this Committee. It suggested that the Report be circulated to the State 


Committee is taken in hand by them immediately. The Ministry of 
Education has circulated among the State Governments copies of the 
Report of the Committee. 


X. Establishment of Polytechnics for. Girls 


erstwhile Ministry of S. R. & СА. Of these 13 have already been estab- 
lished—3 in Andhra Pradesh, 3 in Kerala, I each in Madras, Punjab, 
Mysore, Uttar Pradesh, Delhi, Madhya Pradesh and Assam.

a paper on “Equal educational opportunities—bridging the gap between 
the sexes". The paper and the ensuing discussions were followed with 
keen interest. After this Conference, the Chairman toured some of the 
European countries with а view to acquainting herself with the work done 
by the various non-oflicial organizations in the field of women's education. 


XHI. Education Ministers’ Conference 


48. The State Education Ministers’ Conference was held in Novem- 
ber, 1963 at New Delhi. The Chairman of the National Council took this 


"Noting with satisfaction (ће rate of increase of enrolment at the 
primary stage and the desire of our people belonging to all areas 
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and sections of the population to send their children to the 
school, the Conference resolves that special efforts should be 
made and appropriate programmes, such as the following, may 
be launched or strengthened in order to bring all girls of the 
relevant age group to school:— 


(a) construction of quarters for women teachers; 
(b) improvement in the training facilities for women teachers; 


(c) recruitment of women teachers on a larger scale and as an interim 
measure, appointment of school mothers; 


(d) provision of hostels for girls in rural areas; 
(e) provision of free education to girls to the end of the secondary 


stage with a view to increasing the supply of teachers; 
utilisation of the services of adult women on a part-time or whole- 
time basis; and 


(g) provision of suitable incentives to students wherever necessary. 
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The Conference further recommended that the special programmes for 
girls’ education should be taken up as centrally: sponsored schemes on the 
basis of 100 per cent. grant, outside the State plan ceilings." _ 


XIV. АП India Women's Conference 


49. The All India Women's Conference convened in January 1964 a 
Seminar on the problems relating to girls’ education at the primary and 
secondary stages. The Chairman of the National Council, Shrimati Raksha 
Saran, presided over the meeting held on 4th forenoon. She also read а 
paper on "Financial allocations for girls and women's education during the 
Fourth Five-Year Plan.” The following recommendations were made by 
the Seminar on the subject of girls’ education: — 


(a) The Seminar recognises the need to build up public opinion parti- 
cularly in rural areas where parents are not enthusiastic about Girls’ 
education due to social and economic reasons. The Seminar recommends 
that the following steps to be taken:— 


(i) house to house propaganda, 


(ii) education through mass media, such as films, radio programmes, 
talks etc., 1 


(iii) the provision of mid-day meals, clothing, books and materials to 
children as an incentive to attend schools. 


(b) In order to step up enrolment of girls in schools, the Seminar 
recommends that Panchayats be requested to take adequate measures to 
promote girls’ enrolment. 


(c) In view of the paucity of trained teachers and the need to give 
encouragement for women to take up the teaching profession, the Seminar 
recommends that the salary scale of teachers be improved and that teachers 
be provided with amenities such as residential quarters and transport, 
particularly in the rural areas, 
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(d) In order to meet the shortage of teachers, the Seminar recom- _ 
mends that the АП India Women's Conference and other voluntary agencies 
establish more training institutions, especially in the rural areas, lor which 
financial ‘assistance may be sought from the State and/the Central 
Government. | 

(e) This Seminar recommends that special short-term teacher-train- 
ing courses be instituted for those women who have taken the condensed 
courses under the Central Social Welfare Board's Project and their services 
be utilized in rural schools. 

(f) The Seminar recognises the need to improve the quality of teachers 
for which it is recommended that the following steps be taken :— 

(i) increase in number of In-Service training programmes for trained 

and. untrained teachers in employment; 

(ii) the institutions conducting such programmes and the trainees be 

given special allowances; and 

(iii) due recognition be given to the status of teaching profession by 

providing teachers with all the facilities admissible to officials in 
other services. 

(g) The Seminar recommends that part-time or full-time voluntary 
workers be encouraged to work as teachers, by providing them with trans- 
port and other incidental expenses. 

(h) The Seminar recommends that 10 per cent. of the Loan Scholar- 
ships sanctioned by the Ministry of Education, be reserved for women 
students in higher education and teacher-training programmes. 


(i) The Seminar recommends to the State and Central Governments 
that allocations earmarked for Girls’ education should be utilised solely 
for this purpose and not be diverted for other purposes. 

(j) In view of the appalling conditions presently existing in some 
schools, the Seminar strongly recommends that Educational Authorities 
take immediate steps to instal and improve sanitary facilities and hygienic 
conditions in schools. 

(k) The Seminar recommends to the State and Central Government to 
include pre-primary education for children as part of their educational 
development programmes. : 

(D The Seminar recommends that five Junior Technical Schools be 
started in the next few years. 

(m) The Seminar notes the slow progress made by some State Gov- 
ernments in starting Women's Polytechnics, the financial allocation for 
which had been made in the Second Plan, and therefore urges upon the 
same Governments to take immediate steps for implementing the schemes. 

(n) The Seminar recommends that voluntary agencies encourage 
schools to take up Adult Education as a co-curricular activity. : 

(о) The Seminar recommends that a special Hostel Allowance be 
given to the children of teachers of rural areas (like children of people 
working in Union Government). 

Conclusion 

50. The members of the National Council and the members of the 
State Councils have made an all-out effort to do their best during this year 
and in this way the National Council and the State Councils have been able 
to focus the attention of the Governments and the public to the importance 
of girls’ and women's education.

The main role of*the National Council for Women's Education is to offer guidance, 
leadership and advice and suggest policies, programmes, targets and priorities on all matters 
relating to the education of girls and women and to see that the educational schemes are 
implemented and adequate provisions made. The financial provision made for the National 
Council viz. Rs. 10,000 per year for 1962-63 and 1963-64 has been most inadequate. This 
amount includes the expenditure оп two big meetings of the National Council, expenditure 
on sub-committees and travel of chairman and members, It goes to the credit of the 
members of the Council and the members of the State Councils that they made an all out 
effort to do their best and even spent money from out of their own pocket: or from other 
sources to attend meetings, to tour and inspect institutions and fulfil their various commit- 
ments. In this way the National Council and the State Councils have been able to focus 
the attention of the Departments and the parents to the importance of girls’ education. In 
an humble way, the Councils have acted as catalytic agents. Partly due to this effort, it 


was that n the firs time during the Education Ministers” Conference girls’ education figured 
prominently. 


2. The National Council for Women's Education at its fifth meeting held in April, 1963 
resolved that a Working Group be set up on women's education to draw up plans and pro- 
grammes for implementation in the Fourth Plan. The Group was accordingly set up with 
Smt. сае Saran as chairman and fourteen members. А list of the members is at 
Annexure (i). 


3. The Working Group held three meetings (on October 18, November 13, and December 
13, 1963) to consider the various programmes regarding the formulation of educational 
development programmes in respect of girls and women during the Fourth Plan. It was 
noted that there has been an expansion of educational facilities for girls during the last two 
Plans and that during the Third Plan also, enrolment would increase at all stages. Progress 


of expansion of enrolment at the primary, middle, secondary and university stages is given in 
Annexure (ii). 


4. From Annexure (ii) it will be observed that during the first two Plans the additional 


' enrolment at all stages of education was 2.17 crores and out of these girls were 76 lakhs. 


On the other hand in the Third Plan it is anticipated that the additional enrolment may be 
2.39 crores and the number of girls would be 1.06 crores. The expansion has been more 
at the elementary stage of education. 


5. We have observed that the gap in the provision of facilities between boys and girls 
has been narrowing. Table I indicates the proportion of boys and girls attending class 
I—V, VI—VIII, IX—XI and the university stage.

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6. The progress has, no doubt, been phenomenal so far as all children are concerned 
but there heed fiot be any cause for complacency. There have been shortfalls in the case 
of girls. The estimated achievement by the end of the Third Plan in the age-group 6—11 
shows a shortfall of 10% of the revised targets. As against a target of 93.86 lakhs, the 
anticipated achievement will be 84.71 lakhs. In the age-group 11—14, the target for addi- 
tional enrolment of girls by the end of the Third Plan is 14.79 lakhs while the estimated 
achievement will be 13.77 lakhs ; а shortfall of 7%. 3 


7. Women form about one half of the total population of the nation. In our country 
the percentage of women to the total population according to the 1961 census is about 49 
(240 million out of 490 million). In 1951 the percentage of literates among the females was 
about 8 which increased to 13 by 1961. These figures are as against the literacy percentage 
of 25 and 35 for males during this period. This is only to indicate that if our country has 
to march ahead, it can do so only when 49 per cent of its population is fully educated, This 
is a task of big magnitude which has to be taken up in right earnest. 


Long-term Projections 


8. The wealth of a nation depends ultimately upon the productive skills and the levels 
of education of its men and women and its rate of social and economic growth will be 
dependant in significant degree upon its rate of human capital formation. In most 
advanced countries elementary education for about 8 years is both universal and compulsory, 
while over 50% of the 14—17 age-cohort is in secondary schools and over 1055 of the 18—20 
cohort is enrolled in some form of higher education.” We have, however, observed that in 
India, by 1965-66 provision for educational facilities at elementary, secondary and higher 
stages of education would be available only for about 64%, 18% and 2.8% respectively, 
In relation to the position as obtaining in most advanced countries these achievements 
would seem to be very much insignificant. While the proportions which have been mentioned 
above are overall averages for both boys and girls the position is highly unsatisfactory so far 
as the enrolment of girls is concerned. We have noted with concern that, in spite of the 
phenomenal expansion which has taken place in our country in regard to expansion of school 
facilities especially at the elementary stage, only about 4875 of the girls would be enrolled in 
classes I—VIII i.e. elementary stage, as shown in Table II.

9. The low percentage of girls attending schools is depressing the overall figures of the 
provision of facilities. At the Secondary and the universit цо the proportion of girls 
attending institutions would be as low as 8 and 1 respectively in 1965-66.

11. Keeping in view the long term objectives of providing education to the population 
in various age-groups as mentioned above and the feasibility of programmes we have proposed 
the following targets of expansion which are for consideration. We have assumed certain 
overall targets also and within these enrolment of girls has been suggested in Table III.

12. As far as expansion of facilities at various stages is concerned the additional 
enrolment in the Fourth Plan would be about 2.6 crores, out of which 1.3 crores would be 
girls. > 


13, At this stage the above figures are very tentative and their implications for each State/ 
Union Territory will have to be worked out fully. Earlier we thought it may be desirable 
to lay down separate targets of expansion for urban and rural areas. Due to various 
difficulties it was found that this may not be realistic but we assume that the State Govern- 
ments and the Union Territories would, while planning their educational expansion, lay 
more stress in providing facilities in those areas where these do not exist. As far as adults 
literacy is concerned, in 1961, the number of literate females in the country was 2.70 crores 
as against 1.39 in 1951. We suggest that during the Fourth Plan the minimum target 
should be to make additional 1.5 crore females literate. This target, we realise is modest 
keeping in view the low percentage of literacy among women but we realise that a higher 
target than this may not be feasible in view of certain administrative and financial difficulties. 


14. Scholarships equalise opportunities and promote excellence. We believe that 
adequate provision of scholarships is one of the important schemes which could attract 
larger numbes of girls to schools and colleges. We are not aware of the present position 
regarding number of scholarship holders among girls and the value of scholarships as the 
latest figures are not available from all the States. We, however, suggest that besides the 
provision of free education forall poor girls at various stages—a welcome step which has 
already been taken by a number of State Governments—there should be larger provision 
of scholarships (both the number and the amount should be increased) to promote excellence 
and talents. The tentative targets proposed by us are scholarships for additional one lakh 
girls at the middle stage, 50,000 girls at the secondary stage and at least 20% at the university 


stage with more emphasis on science and mathematics courses, 
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15. In regard to technical education we understand that the Working Group on Technical 
Education is considering the various suggestions. We recommend that during the Fourth 
Plan 50 women's polytechnics in the country and at least five junior technical schools for 
girls in each State/Union Territory may be established. 


16. The Group also recommends that training institutions should be started for nursery 
School teachers and/or provision should be made for the inclusion of teaching in nursery 
education in the teacher training course. 


17. Programmes.—The Working Group considered the various general and special 
programmes for girls” education to be implemented in the Fourth Plan. It is realised that 


stage. We are convinced that the general expansion programmes would be most effective only 
implement special programmes. In fact, we hold the view 
that they are pre-requisite to any programme of expansion. Hence, the Working Group has 
considered both the general and the special programmes and made the following recom- 
mendations. For the sake of convenience we are dividing these schemes into three groups 
viz., (A) those which benefit teachers, (B) those which benefit students, and (C) which benefit 
both teachers and students. A list of these schemes is given below :

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19. For estimating the financial implications for the Fourth Plan we have tried to work 
out the cost per pupil and the cost of other items like buildings, equipment, training, ancillary 
services, research, production of literature, and other quality programmes like improvement 
in the salary scales of teachers and also special programmes on the basis of certain unit costs. 
On the basis of various assumptions of targets and unit costs, which are explained in the 
Annexure, (III to V), an attempt has been made to work out the likely financial implica- 
tions and the figures tentatively are given in Table IV. у

20. Under “ Other programmes,” the main categories of schemes would be the education 
of the handicapped, teaching of languages, physical education, A.C.C., N.C.C., audio-visual 
education, labour and social service camps, cultural activities, archaeology, museums, national ' 
academies, gazetteers, educational research, etc. It would be difficult to suggest any precise 
allocations for these schemes but tentatively it could be suggested that a provision of about 
Rs. 50 crores may be thought out for the time being. 


, 21. Out of estimated cost of Rs. 672 crores a provision of Rs. 130 crores would be required 
for special programmes. There are a large number of programmes which benefit both boys 
and girls and we realise that it becomes difficult to identify the benefits accruing to girls in 


1 1 0 of financial provisions. Therefore, the outlays for girls’ education is likely to be much 
higher, 


22, Earmarking of assistance for special programmes for Girls.—Special programmes for 
girls’ education, which we have listed area must if the targets set out by us are to be fully 
realised. We have been exercised about their implementation during the Third Plan period. 
The State Governments have given the necessary assurances that the funds provided for 
these programmes would not be diverted to other programmes. We have found that for 
many States it has not been possible to allot any funds for these programmes for want of 
resources, We onsidered the possibilities of treating provision for special programmes for 
girls’ education as а centrally sponsored ideal scheme with cent per cent. assistance during the 
Fourth Plan. After considering various aspects the Working Group strongly felt that the 
most important condition of earmarking funds for women's education should be imposed 


and the Union Government must see that the States carry out this condition, which should 
not be relaxed in any case.
